Mr. Woodruff went on to say that 
municipal questions were increasing in 
importance. “One-third of the entire 
population of the United States lives 
in city limits and 30 per, cent. is under 
the munipical, government.

“According as the feeling of the peo- 
ple is aroused by the exposures of cor- 
ruption and as men begin to take 3 
great interest in public affairs, so the 
main question of the time gets to be 
that of pure. politics.

$0 SAYS MANAGEMENT OF ONE 
PLANING MILL. 
Thirteen Employees, Acting Under 
Whip of Union Dictation, Abandon 
Jobs Because There Happens to be 
One Man Working at the Place. 
Who Does Not Wear Their Brand. 


The Pacific Coast Planing Mill Com- 
‘pany has declared its independence of 
union domination and has given out 
the information that its establishment. 
will hereafter be an open shop. 

Because there was one man who did 
not wear the totem collar working «t- 
the mill thirteen men employed tiere 
have voluntarily quit their jobs. They 
will never again be employed there, the 
management declares. 

The trouble came to a head Saturday 
morning, when the company received a 
notification from the District Council cf 
Carpenters stating that after yesterday 
“no member of the unions, affiliated wil] 
be permitted to work in any mill or 
shop working more than eight hours 
per day, or with non-union men, nor 
will they be permitted to handle any 
material on any bullding in course of 
construction, where such material 
comes from mills working more than 
eight hours per day or employing non- 
union men.“ 

A committee of union men called on 
John Griffin, the manager, and called 
attention to the fact that the com- 
pany was employing one non-union 
man. The committee. demanded that 
the manager should either tell that 
man to join the union or discharge him. 

The manager told the committee that 
the company had always treated its 
men honestly and fairly, making their 
conditions as favorable as possible with 
justice to itself. He told them that 
the plant had been run on an eight- 
hour basis, and that the wages paid 
were as high as those of any mill in 
Los Angeles. 

At the time for starting work yes- 
terday morning the manager had a1 
the men calied into the office, and in- 
formed them that the place would here- 
after be an open shop. He told them 
that the company would hire and dis- 
charge any men it saw fit, and would 
refuse to compel any man to join the 
union. He told them that the com- 
pany intends to operate the mill along 
those lines, and that if any of the men 
had objections to working under those. 
conditions they were to come to the 
office and draw the money due them 
and thereby sever their connection 
with the company. He assured them 
that any man leaving at’ that. time 
would never be employed by that 
company again, and that, beginning to- 
day, the company would run its plant 
nine hours per day 

“We antic ipate no trouble in operat- 
ing the mill.“ said Manager Griffin 
last. evening. “The thirteen men who 
tre out were getting from $2.50 to 34 
per day for r eight hours’ work.”

| Poor Prospector Suddenly up 
Among the Singers. 

String of Mines Worth Near 
Quarter of Million. 


Two Years Ago Didn't Get

For thirty-three years plain [Tom 
‘| Jaggers led the migratory life of an 
unknown prospector. Yesterday 4

gers, rich mine owner, at the Hotel 
Brownstone, No. 427 East Fifth street. 

Less than two years ago Jaggers 
was compelled to procure credit for 
provisions. Over $600 is his income 
every month now, yet he is the same 
old Tom. This amount represents the 
present monthly receipts from his 
mines, still growing; and a conserva- 
tive estimate of his total wealth

proximates the quarter-million mark. 

Tom came to Los Angeles yester- 
day because three physicians recom- 
mended a lower altitude than Roose- 
velt, Nev. It was an attack of heart 
trouble which occasioned this counsul- 
tation of medica) authorities, yet two 
years ago the miner suffered a simi- 
lar attack while alone in his shack in 
the mountains, and while realizing 
the necessity of a change of climate, 
there was no trip forthcoming because 
the larder was nearly empty and pros- 
ypects were most dismal, 

“Do I consfder thirteen claims un- 
lucky?” repeated Jaggers after the 
Times man. Well. just as long as the 
pay dirt continues to roll out as it 
does now I have no objection. I'm not 
superstitious when it comes to making 


money. 

“You say I look 70? Well, I’m 63, 
but thirty-five years of prospecti 
is likely to make any man look olde 
than he really is. I've struck it rich 
now, and hope to ‘keep these few re- 
maining black hairs their present color 
just as long as possible. 

„There's no ‘Scotty’ secret about my 
mines. Every one of the claims is on 
d. and every man can ‘find out in 

order that Tom Jaggers is on 
the square. I hunted high and low, 
over New Mexico, California, Arizona 
and Nevada and several other States 
before I found a bit of dirt that was 
worth operating. I was getting along 
in years. and when thig trouble with 
my heart began it occurted to me that 
very likely some day y old bones 
would be found bleaching in the sun.

American syndicate, of about one-third 
of the republic of Nicaragua, including 
a large strip of land extending from 
ocean to ocean. The syndicate which 
has acquired these great concessions 
from Nicaragua is composed prin- 
cipally of Standard Oil magnates and 
of persons heavily interested in some 
of the large railway systems of the 
United States. 

To what extent, and in what way 
will this Nicaragua enterprise effect 
the Panama Canal? In this question 
every citizen of our republic is inter- 

Is it a move designed ultimately to 
discredit, and if possible to defeat, the 
construction of the Panama Canal by 
the government of the United States? 

The most potent influence which has 
operated, heretofore, to prevent the 


construction of an isthmian waterway 


hae been exerted by the great trans- 
continental ratiroads and their allied 
interests. Immense railroad interests 
are said to be directly connected with 
the Nicaragua concessions. Is it rea- 
sonable to assume that these interests 
are more friendly to the canal at the 
present juncture than they have been 
in the past? | 

Formerly, the Nicaragua route was 
quite generaily favored by the people, 
because it was believed to be the more 
practicable. But when the Canal Com- 
mission decided by unanimous vote 
that the Panama route was preferable 
at the price for which it was offered, 
the people accepted the yerdict as 
final, and looked forward hopefully to 
the completion of the waterway within 
as brief a time as possible. They had 
reason to believe that at last their 
dream of a century was nearing ful- 
fillment. ; 

But during the past few months it 
has become evident that influences an- 
tagonistic to the canal are still at 
work. The tempting of Engineer Wal- 
lace from his post of duty by a salary 
larger than that received by the Presi- 
dent of the United States, the attempt 
to vitlate the fealty of Chairman

The resignation has been written. It 
consists of the mere formal statement 
that he desires to relinquish the offce 
and does not state the reasons for his 
action. Those reasons ard well enough 
known to the members of the Board 
of Police Commissioners. 1

Eliminate polt- 
tics and personal favofitism, invest 
the head of the department with 
large and necessary power, sustain and 
not hamper him in his office, and all 
the principal troubles in police ad- 
ministration would disappear. 

It ts not fair to Chief Hammel's 
successor—and it is practically certain 
that Detective Paul E. Flammer will 
be the man— that he should be in- 
ducted into office with a handicap upon 
bim. Flammer is too good an officer 
to be sacrificed on à political or on a 
personal altar, but he will go into 
Cffice with the full knowledge ot what 
he may expect. If he is able to make 
good, the city will benefit thereby; if 
he faile—if the job is too hard for 
im- the responsibility will rest not 
upon him, but upop the present. ad- 
ministration in the City Hall.

LAVERY IN ALASKA. 

Prof. William A. Davis, superin- 
tendent 6f the United States schools of 
Unalaska, is authority for the state- 
ment that human -slavery exists in 
Alaske. Prof. Davis went to Unalaska 
(one of the Aleutian Isiands) in 1898, 
and he declares that since that time 
he has done everything in his power 
“to induce the proper authorities to 
enforce the law against slavery under 
the Stars and Stripes,” but that his 
efforts in that direction have been un- 
availing. By personal effort, he says, 
he bas secured the release of two lit- 
tle slave girls, who were returned to 
their homes in atother island, but 
that he has not been able to secure 
any Official action toward freeing any 
of the other girls -who are, to his per- 
sonai knowledge, held in bondage in 
the village of Unalaska. 

These are grave charges, which 
ought to be investigated without delay. 
The Constitution: of the ‘United States 
forbids slavery or involuntary servi- 
tude under the jurisdiction of the 
American flag. This inhibition must 
be enforced at all hazards. The Aleu- 
tian Islands are as much the territory 
of the United States as is the soil of 
California, or of any other sovereign 
State of the Union. No kind of slav- 
ery can be permitted to exist beneath 
its protecting folds, There Is still 
some slavery in the, Philippine archi- 
pelago, it is true. ‘But this will be 
wiped out in due course of time, as the 
progress of civilization goes forward 
in those islands. Alj things cannot be 


accomplished in a moment. 
If Prof. Davis speaks the truth, a 
state worse than slavery exists in Un-

E LIBRARY MUDOLE. 

The action of the City Council in 
referring the library question to two 
of our commercial organizations and 
the Municipal League, cannot fall to 
prove tnsatisfactory. The Chamber 
of Commerce and the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association will scarce- 
ly desire to mix themselves up with 
the controversy. Indeed it may be ac- 
cepted as a foregone conclusion that 
they will not do so, for obvious rea- 
sons. 
The City Council is very evidently 
of the belief that the Mayor exceeded 
his prerogatives when he removed the 
four members of the library board 
without either a trial or a hearing, or 
n any other way proving any charges 
against them.

They can't figure 
out how there could be such a rich 


compared to the rubber trees, the iat- 
ter attaining a height of 60 to 80 feet. 
Cocoa has been found to be the best 
and most profitable crop to grow under 
the rubber trees, for the reason that 
the two growihs are mutually helpful. 
The cocog, has a heavy fall of leaf, and 
thus maffüres and benefits the rubber, 
while the rubber acts as a shade to 
the cocoa, which cannot be successful- 
ly grown in the full blase of the sun. 
The cocoa crop is avaliable after five 
years, and at present rates is worth 
about $37 per acre. The rubber tree 
is in full bearing at eight years, yieild- 
ing 1% pounds per tree, and its crop |’ 
is worth $500 per acre. It therefore be- 
comes a matter of minor concern 
whether in the long run the rubber 
trees will snuff out the cocoa trees, 
but it is anticipated that for full fif- 
teen years the two harvests will go on 
simultaneously. The rubber planter 
has thus a fine insurance on his ven- 
ture, for in the remote possibility of 
anything going wrong with the rubber 
market he has his cocoa to fall back 
upon. Disregarding the cocoa and 
supposing that rubber goes down to 
one-half its present price, he will still 
have one of the finest crops in the 
world—worth $250 to the acre, with the 
cost of collecting and preparing it by 
coolie -labor only 10 per cent. of its 
value.

Pleased to See Los Angeles Acquire 
Water Supply Placing it in First 
Rank of World’s Cities, and Eu- 
touraged Through Precedent Es- 
tablished by Federal Government. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

BAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 7.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] A resolution was in 
troduced at the meeting of the Board 
of Supervisors congratulating Los An- 
gelies on acquiring water rights ade- 
quate to supply the great and growing 
South, and expressing confidence in 
the future growth of this wonderland. 
The resolution follows: 

“Whereas, the city of Los Angeles, 
State of California, has acquired water 
rights entitling it to bring 39,090,000 
gallons of water per day from the east- 
ern slope of the Sierra Nevada Moun- 
tains; whereas, it is proposed to carry 
said water a distance of 240 miles, in 
order to supply the city and its sur- 
rounding territory with water: where- 
as, sald water is drawn from sources of 
undoubted and inviolable purity, to- 
wit: From the granite slopes of Mt. 
Whitney and the ranges of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains: whereas, in order 
to render available this supply of 
water, first of all for domestic pur- 
poses, 
relinquished its contemplated plan of 
Utilizing said waters for the Owens 
River reclamation project so that a 
teeming population, which has built up 
a wonderland in the arid land of South- 
ern California, could still continue its 
marvelous improvements, the limit of 
had been jpractically reached 
by the utilization of its former water 
supply; therefore, be It 

“Resolved, that the Mayor and the 
Board of Supervisors of the city and 
county of San Francisco congratulate 
the municipal government of the city 
of Los Angeles on the acquisition of 
his water supply. which in quality, 
quantity and distance of proposed con- 
veyance, places it in the first rank of 
the cities of the world; and be it fur- 
ther : 

Resolved, that the precedent estab- 
* by this act of the United States 
government as advised by its engi-
